Destruction by Fire of the Shops of tfce

Louisville, NashTllle and Great
Southern Ballroad.

Fireman McCarthy the Alleged Incend-

iary His Attempt to Murder
"Watchman Roach.

Loss Estimated at One Hundred and
Twenty-FiT-e Thousand Dollars-Fa- cts

and Particulars.

Early last evening there was a de-

structive Are at the shops of the LoulsvlUe
and Nashville and Great Southern railroad.
Involving a total loss of over one hundred
thousand dollars.

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE
is not exactly known, though there are divers
rumors concerning it. The first evidence of
the lire was seen in the master-mechanic- 's

office, from the windows of which the flames
were bursting forth, when the alarm was
given. The fire department responded
promptly, but wing to the inaccessibility or
the locality and the scarcity or water, It was a
Ions time berore the engines could get to
work. By this time the fire had made full
headway, and soon the Immense buildings,
Including the engine-she- d, machine-shop- ,
carpenter's shop, water-tan- etc., with five
locomotives, eight tenders and five cars
were enveloped in flames. Master-Mechan- ic

Thomas Walsh and Superintendent FlynD,
repaired Immediately to the spot, but their ef-

forts proved of no avail in suppressing the
fire, which soou enveloped the entire build-
ing, locomotives and cars for a distance of
two hundred yards, In flames.

THE SCENE OF CONFLAGRATION
attracted hundreds of persons, and there was
no little excitement as to the origin and ex-

tent ot the fire. The crowd was spread along
the track for some distance and every specta-
tor had something to say concerning the fire,
but not one could tell how it happened. An
investigation shows that

THE LOSS
Is quite heavy. The caboose used for a paint-sho- p,

with all of its material, as well as the
machine-sho- p, a building three hundred feet
long and seventy-fiv- e feet wide, and which
was valued, with Its contents, at 8tS,O00,were
destroyed soon alter the fire commenced.
This building was fully equipped with first-cla- ss

machinery, and nothing whatever was
saved, the flames spreading with such rapidi-t- v

as to nrevent anv removal of the contents.
The engine-she- d and carpenter's shop (valued
at 52000) and patent-sho- p (valued at $5000), with
their entire contents, were also lost. The en-
gines commenced playing on the fire in time
to save the blacksmith shop, which was in
Imminent danger of being destroyed from the
water-tan- k, that wa3 in flames. This tank,
having a capacity for holding two thousand
gaUons, was entirely consumed the great
iron bands becoming redhot from the neat.
Owing to the fact that a portion of the shed
was torn down, the flames were prevented
from communicating with the blacksmith-sho- p

Just across the railroad track.
THE LOCOMOTIVE AND CARS DE-

STROYED
were on the side-trac- k and In the cnglne-she- d,

and owing to the fact that the Are com-
menced in the master-mechanic- 's office, at
the lower end of the switch, they could not bo
removed. The flames spread with great ra-
pidity, and selz'd upon the engine-she- No
locomotive was present to haul away tho roll-
ing stock, and the fire was, therefore, allowed
to pursue its course. Seven box-car- s, each
valued at seven thousand dollars, were
burned, besides three freight-engine- s, Nos.
254,211, and 2ii7, and two passenger-engine- s,

Nos. 263 and 265, each being valued at fifteen
thousand dollars. Engine No. 265 had Jus-bee- n

repaired, and was out or the shop only a
rew days ago. In addition to tho'above, several
hand-car- s, three tenders not connected with
engines, but whicn were in the shop undergo-
ing repairs, were destroyed. This makes eight
tenders in all that were destroyed. There was
no Insurance on any or the engines, cars,
buildings, or material, and the entire loss Is
not far short or one hundred and thirty-eig- ht

thousand dollars. It was report id that anoth-
er locomotive, the number of which is un-
known, was also burned. Among those de-
stroyed were the F. S. Corsett, Beckett, and D.
B. Malloy. Engine No. 267 was not entirely
ruined, but was rescued, after sustaining some
damage. So far as we have been able to learn,
there can be no doubt but that the fire was the

WORK OF AN INCENDIARY,
who seized upon the favorable op-
portunity for firing the master-mechanic- 's

office. A watchman is always kept
In the yard, and so far has proven quite
efficient in the discharge of his duties by
keeping a strict survellance over the property
or the railroad company. This watchman is
named Dennis Roach, a man who Eervedon
the police force two years ago. It Is reported
that a fireman named McCarthy set fire to the
master-mechanic- 's office, and was discovered
in the act of placing ruel. In the shap'e or old
boots, etc., to the stove, rrom which the
flames had already spread over the floor. The
watchman at once accosted

THE INCENDIARY,
who knocked him on the head and then fired
Ave shots. Mr. Roach returned the fire, one
bullet strlklngMcCarthy In the rightshoulder,
Timlnr!n' n furious though Derhans not. a fa--

! tal wound. The two men then clinched, and
alter a rough hand to hand ngnt, ttoacn start-
ed to take bis prisoner to the statlonhouse.
McCarthybeingdrunktaggered and suddenly
felled Roach to the ground and ad-
ministered a severe chastisement.
McCarthy fled before Roach could recover his
senses, and when the latter regained his feet
it Wa3 only to see the entire building, cars
and esglnes, wrapped In Are. Roach was
carried to his home, beyond Winchester cem-
etery, and Is said to be painrully Injured by
the blows received rrom McCarthy.

ANOTHER REPORT
Is that Roach was beset by unknown men,
the principal assailant wearing a mask, and
that they beat him unmercirully. While he
was unconscious and supposed to be
dying, the men tired the building and
then fled into the darkness. Shortly
